Welcome to the NA9C “MURPHY” Repeater! This is an open 
access repeater system serving Ft. Wayne, Allen County and 
the surrounding area. There is a 6 Meter remote base which 
allows "MURPHY" to link with the WB9AEI 2 Meter repeater in 
Angola, Indiana on a full time basis and with other 
surrounding repeaters for such things as Swap Nets, etc. The 
repeater offers the features of an ADVANCED COMPUTER CONTROLS 
Model RC-85 Repeater Controller. There are many features 
available in this controller, some presently available and 
some to be activated in the near future. 


The features presently available to all licensed 
Amateurs without the need for assistance from a Control 
Operator are: 


1. AUTOPATCH: The autopatch feature on MURPHY is open 
and available to all who wish to use it, however we 
request that those who regularly use the autopatch 
become a ™ Supporting User™ by contributing $15/yr. 
to help pay our $600 plus/yr. telephone bill. 


To use the autopatch push the PTT on your 
transmitter and continue to depress it while pressing 
the "*" button and then entering the desired 
"Autodial™ or regular telephone number with your 
Touch Tone Pad. When the number has been entered 
release the PTT. The controller will say "Autodial" 
and after a slight pause it will read the number 
which you entered back to you. Immediately depress 
your PTT for approximately 1 second to complete the 
dialing procedure. You must do this immediately or 
the controller will cancel the whole operation. If 
you do not wish the number to be read back depress 
the PTT immediately after the "Autodial” 
announcement. In order to "hang up” the autodial just 
depress your PTT and simultaneously depress the " # "™ 
key on the Touch Tone Pad. The controller will tell 
you that the patch is complete. 


The controller has the capacity to store 200 
"speed dial™ numbers. The first 10 spaces are 
dedicated to emergency numbers and the rest to 
numbers assigned to those who contribute $15 each 
year.

If we can afford 
the First prize that we would like to 
give away I'm sure that the winner 
will be very pleased.

NEW REPEATER RULES: 


The revised FCC rules have gone 
into effect as of September 1, 1989 
and there are some significant 
changes concerning repeaters. The 
following is taken from the 
May-August edition of ACC NOTES, the 
newsletter from Advanced Computer 
COnNCrOLS, Inc. 


"The FCC rules re-write is now in 
effect (as of September 1, 1989), and 
there are significant positive 
changes relating to repeaters. With 
all the bad press the FCC has 
received over the last couple of 
years, lets at least give them some 
credit for removal and simplification 
of unnecessary rules. 


e Identification - Repeaters no 
longer need to append /R (or the word 
"repeater") to the ID. That means 
that your repeater can identify as 
"NU6P" without the repeater suffix in 
Morse code or speech. You may 
continue to use the repeater suffix 
if you wish. Stations in auxiliary 
operation no longer need the /A or 
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word "auxiliary" suffix to the 
call sign. 


e Morse Code Speed - When 
identified by Morse code, the 
rules state "When keyed by an 
automatic device used only for 
identification, the speed must 
not exceed 20 words per minute." 
The highlighting is ours, and 
we'll leave the possible 
interpretation to you. 


e Hang Time - There is no 
limitation on the length of the 
repeater hang time (the rule 
limiting it to 5 seconds has been 
deleted). Theoretically, your 
repeater could transmit 
continuously 24 hours per day, 
That would be a way to get rid of 
the "second squelch tail"! 


e More Than One Output Frequency- 
The rule which prohibited a 
repeater from transmitting on 
more than one frequency in the 
same band from the same location 
has been deleted. 


e On-Channel Control - The rule 
requiring remote control of a 
repeater to be ona channel other 
than the repeater receiving 
channel has been deleted. This 
deletion permits repeater control 
"on-channel" without the need for 
separate control receiver or 
phone line control. 


@ Ancillary Functions - A new 
provision which makes life easier 
for trustees of sophisticated 
repeater systems reads, 
"Ancillary functions of a 
repeater that are available to 
users on the input channel are 
not considered remotely 
controlled functions of the 
station." This provision should 
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ease the mind of those making 
controller features available to 
users on 2 meters (where 
auxiliary operation is not 
permitted) and without including 
the users in system network 
diagrams. 


e NOAA Weather Transmissions - 
The FCC declined to permit 
retransmission of NOAA weather or 
other radio services, except 
space communications with 
approval from NASA. 


@e Quiet Hours - The FCC withdrew 
its proposal to expand it's 
authority to impose quiet hours 
in case of interference to other 
services." 


MURPHY &PARKVIEW: 


As most of you know the 
MURPHY equipment is located on 
the top floor of Parkview 
Hospital. All of the personnel 
involved with the facilities have 
bent over backwards to help us 
wherever possible since we first 
moved in. We feel that we should 
show our appreciation from time 
to time for their help. 


One of the reasons that we 
presented to the hospital for 
being there is the service that 
MURPHY can provide in emergencies 
such as tornados or blizzards. 
There is much emergency traffic 
required to go in and out of the 
facility. Without the hospital 
emergency power and the physical 
location of the repeater, 
dependable communications would 
be very difficult if not 
impossible. I understand that 
during our "famous" blizzard, 
communications with the hospitals 
was very difficult, particularly 
from the Emergency Room.

Another edition of the MURPHY

you at two pieces of news which you 
should be aware of! 


We'll start with the item which has 
been most evident to almost all of 


you - MURPHY HAS A NEW CALL! 
Though W9JBD/R was not the first call 
that this repeater had it is the one 
that most of us are familiar with. 
This call as well as the previous one 
belonged to Gene Williams who is the 
father of this machine. A few weeks 
ago the call was changed from W9JBD/R 
to NASC/R. I'll try to make a very 
long story short and yet get all of 
the pertinent facts in which led up 
to this change! Gene first put the 
repeater on the air in March, 1971 
and maintained it almost entirely by 
himself until 1984 when he asked 
several of us if we would be Control 
Operators and help where and when we 
could to maintain the equipment. This 
"Advisory Board" is still functioning 
today with the original members. On 
March 5, 1985 Gene presented each 
board member with a letter which was 
his resignation as Trustee of the 
repeater as well as a recorded 
transfer of all of the assets of the 
repeater to the Advisory Board. Gene 
did remain on the Board and allowed 
us to continue using his call but for 
personal reasons was not very active. 
A few months ago Gene conveyed to the 
Board that because he no longer lived 
in Ft. Wayne and could not even get 
into the machine from his lake home 
that it might be advisable to select 
another call for Mr. Murphy. At it's 
last meeting the Board unanimously 
chose NA9YC as the most practical one 
to use. It's owner Joe France agreed 
and here we are!!

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INSTRUCTIONS FOR USING THE 6 METER LINK 


There is nothing difficult in accessing the 6 meter link on the MURPHY 
REPEATER and we realize that sooner or later everyone will know the 
codes but the Advisory Board felt that they should be reserved for the 
FINANCTAL supporters for as long as possible | 


There are three codes to remember which turn on the receive only mode, 
transmit mode and the command to turn the link off. The codes are only 
two digits each and are as follows: 

CODE 71 - INITIATES THE “RECEIVE ONLY* MODE 

CODE 72 - INITIATES THE "TRANSMIT" MODE 

CODE 73 - TURNS THE 6 METER LINK OFF 
NOTE: Remember that the 6 meter link is NOT a repeater but isa 
transceiver. When you turn on the transmit mode the 6 meter 


transmitter does not begin transmitting but is only operational when you 
press your transmit button on your 2 meter rig. 


When you are done please remember to turn the 
link off !

CONTROLLER REPAIR & MOD. 
During the past year the MURPHY 
controller has been returned to 
the manufacturer twice for repair 
and updating. It's a long story 
but it all adds up to the fact 
that MURPHY has a larger 
vocabulary, twice as many 
autodial slots and a few more 
features that we will take 
advantage of in the future as 
well as some that we are using 
now. 
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-ENGINEERING TEAM wurpuy 
has an engineering team 
consisting of Jack, K9OYRS; Scott, 
KASSLN and Joe, NAIC. Whenever 
anything has gone wrong with the 
repeater these guys have been 
right there to keep it 
operational! Many thanks to them 
and especially Jack for his 
expertise. Some of their recent 
work has been to tighten up the 
antenna when it was suspected 
that some of the noise on the 
machine might be from the wind 
moving the antenna around on it's 
mount. They also have done 
considerable work on the receiver 
front end to increase the 
selectivity and sensitivity. Part 
of this operation was to remove 
the helical resonator from inside 
the receiver, add connectors and 
place it in front of the external 
R.F. Preamp. This has made a 
great improvement! 


220 - 222 MHZ. Even though 
MURPHY no longer uses a 220 MHZ 
link the following should be 
interesting to many of you! 
Apparently our former Secretary 
of Defense, Dr. Carlucci, was on 
our side -- let's hope that the 
new one will be too! 

This is an item from Westlink 
Report dated 11/25/88. 


" The Secretary of Defense, 
acting as the executive agent of 
the National Communications 
System (NCS) has requested 
the FCC to reverse its decision 
on Docket 87-14 and keep 220-222 
MHZ for amateur radio use. In its 
Petition for Reconsideration... 
the NCS ... condemns the 
reallocation Report and Order as 
inconsistent with the record of 
paGta." 

The petition "... notes that the 
NCS had conducted intense 
deliberations in regard to the 
impact that reallocating 220-222 
to land mobile use would have on 
the role of amateur radio as a 
resource to National Security 
Emergency Preparedness operations 
--- It is noted that the need to 
retain the allocation in the 
Amateur Radio Service was the 
reason that NCS had initially 
filed against the plan ... Since 
the Commission had unwisely 
decided to ignore NCS and other 
commenters in its decision to 
proceed with the reallocation 
proposal, the NCS virtually 
demands the Commission to 
re-evaluate the action and retain 
the spectrum under consideration 
for amateurs as this would best 
serve the public interest, 
convenience and necessity."

This is the morning after the Memorial Day Weekend and 
things have returned to a normal pace, at least I hope so! 
I've started this while I drink my coffee before going to 
work and will finish it tonight. There are two bits of news 
to relate to you and then we'll review another FCC regulation 
or two from the ARRL publication "THE FCC RULE BOOK". 


"MURPHY" SWAP MEET: Start cleaning out your attics, basements 
and JUNQUE boxes for some of that "experienced" equipment 
and/or parts to bring to the swap meet! The date and location 
are set and all that we need now is you and your collection 
of items that the rest of the fellas just can't resist. 
Here's when and where it will happen: 


DATE: SATURDAY, JULY 18 
WHERE: GOOD SHEPHERD UNITED METHODIST CHURCH 


PARKING LOT. The church is on the corner of 
REED RD. and VANCE AVE. . 


TIME: 8 A.M. UNTIL BETWEEN NOON AND 1 P.M. 


The rules are the same as before regarding sales. You 
may donate the entire amount of your sales to MURPHY'S bank 
account or, if you choose, keep the majority of the money and 
donate a percentage to MURPHY. I think that the amount is 10% 
but check with Joe, WB9UYX to make sure. We don't have and 
alternate date reserved with the church so if we run into bad 
weather we'll have to regroup and decide on the outcome.

NEW CONTROL OPERATORS: MURPHY has added two new Control 
Operators with the blessing of the Advisory Board. They are 
Joe, NAYC and Scott, KA9YSLN both of whom show great interest 
in the success of the repeater and I'm sure will be a great 
asset to it! 


FCC RULES: Occasionally someone asks why it is OK to call up 
the NOAA weather report over the phone patch while it is not 
legal to bring the weather radio up on the repeater directly. 
If you think about it the answer becomes obvious - - the 
phone patch is getting the information directly from the 
Weather Bureau while doing it the other way requires 
rebroadcasting a signal received from the Weather receiver. A 
loophole in the law but the difference between being legal 
and not. 

Let's look at what the regulation says and then review 
the comment by the ARRL from the"FCC RULE BOOK". 
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97.113 Broadcasting and broadcast related activities 
rohibited 


(a) An amateur station shall not be used to engage in 
any form of broadcasting, that is, the dissemination of 
radio communications intended to be received by the 
public directly or by intermediary relay stations. 


(c) An amateur station shall not retransmit programs 
or signals emanating from any class of radio station 
other than amateur, except for emergency communications 
(see 97.3(w)). 


The rule book comment is as follows: 

"For example, a local repeater may not automatically 
retransmit a local NOAA weather broadcast picked up froma 
VHF weather radio." 


The repeater controller is set up to respond to the 
emergency tone transmitted by NOAA weather radio and, when 
working properly, rebroadcast the emergency announcement. 
This is legal only in a time of emergency! ; 


That's about it for this time -- see you on "94" and 
don't forget the SWAP MEET on JULY 18!!!!!

Well! Christmas is over and we are well into the new 
year 1987 so its time for another "MURPHY" epistle of "not 
too important" trivia! I hope that everyone had an enjoyable 
Holiday season and received all of the "Ham" gear that you 
told Santa you wanted. 


POLICE ADDED: Word has gotten back to us that the Police 
Dept. is not particularly happy about the "HAMS" calling in 
non-emergency things such as stalled cars and stop lights 
that are not working on the 911 number. Since most of the 
calls are on the autopatch we have decided to add the Ft. 
Wayne City Police Desk Sgt. number to the speed dial list. 
Autodial number "8" is now programed for non-emergency police 
business and "9" is still 911 for emergency use. 


REPAIRS: As most of you know the weather radio on the 
repeater has not been working for some time. This is not the 
one that you call up on the autopatch but the one that is 
supposed to automatically come on when the weather bureau 
transmits the emergency warning tone. We have been working on 
it this week and finally decided that the problem is not in 
the radio but in the ACC controller. Since the controller 
uses CMOS integrated circuits special precautions must be 
taken not to ZAP the IC's. The radio probably will not be 
available until we are ready to install the new “update” 
EPROM. This work must be done using a grounding wrist strap 
and antistatic work surface which we now own. 

While we were working on the weather radio we 
reconnected the receiver preamplifier. We'll try it fora 
while and see if it's a help or a hindrance, but so far it 
seems to be a help! 


FCC REGULATIONS: Thanks to Bob Easterday, KC9TJ, MURPHY now 
has a copy of "THE FCC RULE BOOK", the ARRL guide to the FCC 
regulations. Since we have this we intend to share it with 
each of you by using it to answer your questions concerning 
proper operation here in the newsletter. 

Since this repeater has a swap net every Sunday evening 
at 7 p.m. and there may be some doubt about the legality of 
it so we'll start with that. First we'll see what the 
regulations say and then what the ARRL explanation is. 


section 97.110 BUSINESS COMMUNICATIONS PROHIBITED. 

The transmission of business communications by an 
amateur radio station is prohibited except for emergency 
communications (see 97.3 (w)). 


Section 97.3 (w) Emergency communication. Any amateur 
radio communication directly relating to the immediate 
safety of life of individuals or the immediate 
protection of property. 
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Section 97.112 NO REMUNERATION FOR USE OF STATION. 


(a) An amateur station shall not be used to 
transmit or receive messages for hire, nor for 
communication for material compensation, direct or 
indirect, paid or promised. 


"Q. In the. United States there are many nets that cater to 
hams selling and buying their ham radio equipment. Are these 
so called "swap and shop" nets legal? 


A. Yes, within certain constraints. Amateurs may use their 
stations from time to time to discuss the availability of a 
piece of Amateur Radio equipment, but such activity would be 
limited to that of an occasional nature. It's best not to 
discuss price on the air. Instead, swap phone numbers with 
the interested party and finish the dickering off the air. 
Activities could not include any items of a personal nature, 
such as a camera or ordinary broadcast radios. Hams should 
not engage in regular "flea market" or business activities on 
Swap nets so as to derive a profit by buying and selling ham 
gear on a regularly scheduled basis (97.112)." 


Another question arose several months ago concerning the 
legality of allowing an unlicensed person to "call in" on the 
reverse patch. Since the patch had to be answered on the air 
by a licensed amateur it appeared to be OK but apparently 
that is not true. Here's what the ARRL book says: 


"Q. What about the legality of the so-called reverse 
autopatch? 


A. Section 97.739 of’ the Rules concerning control-operator 
requirements makes it clear no unlicensed person may initiate 
an amateur transmission. Incoming calls, as previously 
mentioned, must be answered and screened off the air by the 
control operator to ensure rules compliance. Reverse 
autopatch is permitted only under these strict conditions." 


In the next newsletter we'll pick out another regulation 
to highlight. 


TALK ABOUT "MURPHY": I was invited to talk to the Ft. Wayne 
Radio Club at their January meeting about "MURPHY" and of 
course I accepted. It was not very difficult to talk about 
the repeater and hopefully everyone else enjoyed it as much 
as I did. I covered some of the history of the repeater and 
then highlighted both the present features as well as the 
future features of the controller. We acquired a few new 
members and renewals at the meeting.

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"MURPHY" PRESENTATION TO FT, WAYNE RADIO CLUB 1/16/87 


BACKGROUND: 


A. OWNERSHIP: Repeater privately owned by Gene Williams, 
WS9JBD, from March, 1971 until March, 1985 when he turned 
it over to the Advisory Board which he had organized to 
help run the repeater. 


B. ACQUISITION OF THE CONTROLLER: About the same time that 
the repeater "changed hands", Rich Barsky, WA1GZY came to 
town with an ACC Model RC-85 Controller under his arm and 
looking for a repeater to hook it up to. This was the 
beginning of a new life for "Mr. MURPHY". 


It has always been Gene's philosophy 
that the repeater is to be an "open" repeater with as 
little control as possible over the users and that all are 
welcome to use all of the "User Functions" available on 
the machine. This Advisory Board individually and as a 
group share the same feeling. 


SPECIFICATIONS : 


A. GENERAL: The repeater operates as a split site repeater 
with a 220 MHZ. link between the receiver site at 
Parkview Hospital and the transmitter site at the 
Masonic Temple building. Both the receiving and 
transmitting antennas are approximately 150' above 
ground level. 


B. RECEIVER: The receiver from an Aerotron "Aerocom Six" 
mobile radio serves as the "ears" of the repeater. The 
receiver has approx.. .5 microvolt sensitivity and 
drives a VHF Engineering TX220B link transmitter and 7 
element Yagi beam. 


C. TRANSMITTER: The transmitter is a 50 Watt unit froma 
Motorola Model T1237AB mobile telephone base station. 


D. CONTROLLER: The controller is a Model RC-85 from 
Advanced Computer Controls, Inc. 


CONTROLLER FEATURES: The attached list shows first the 
specifications and second the features of the 
controller. 


WEATHER RADIO: One feature not covered on the list is 
the Bearcat alert warning radio attached to the 
repeater which is automatically activated by the 
emergency warning tones transmitted by the National 
Weather Service radio. When the receiver is activated 
the weather announcements are automatically 


retransmitted over the repeater until a Control 
Operator turns it off. This receiver may be activated 
at any time by a Control Operator code however it is 
the opinion of the Advisory Board that "direct" 
connection violates the rule against rebroadcasting. 
The same information may be obtained through the 
autopatch and because it is a telephone patch it is 
felt that this is legal. 


TRANSCEIVER: The linking transceiver feature 
allows the repeater to be linked to any other repeater 
in the area at will. This feature is not yet functional 
but should be sometime this year. This will be 
accomplished with a modified Heathkit Model HW-2036A 
synthesized 2 Meter transceiver which the repeater 
already owns.

Well! Here's another semiregular edition of the MURPHY 
Newsletter, long past due, to keep you informed of all the 
things which have happened since the last edition. 


MURPHY MOVE : About the middle of July things all seemed to 
come together well enough to let us finally get Murphy's 
"EARS" moved from the Klerner - O'Rourk building and tower at 
Times Corners to the new site at Parkview Hospital. As most 
of you know what started out as a bit of a joke one day on 
the air by WB9UYX, KB9OS and KCIDPJ within minutes turned into 
the beginning of the end of the search for a new home for the 
Receiver site. To make a long story short, after a phone call 
to Jim Smith, K9JS, and later a visit to the hospital I 
(WAYRQY) prepared a letter to the hospital requesting 
permission to locate our equipment there. With the help of 
Jim Smith and Bob Nickerson the approval was granted. 

The move was done in several steps, the first being to 
remove as many antennas from the site at Times Corners as 
quickly as possible. This was accomplished by WB9ZHT and 
WB9UYX.The second step was to erect the antennas on the roof 
of the hospital. This was done one beautiful Thursday 
afternoon by WB9UYX, KASSLN and WASRQY.I£ I remember 
correctly, the receiver was installed two weeks later on 
another beautiful Thursday afternoon. The crew for that 
operation consisted of WB9UYX, KA9LLH, KAYSLN, W9PAQ and 
WAYRQY. Others who helped were Walt Johnson who let us in to 
the Masonic Temple Bldg. so that we could turn the 220 MHZ 
link antenna towards the new site, Bret Diehm who helped us 
with our needs at the hospital and WB9YTBY who made the 
mounting brackets for the two 8 foot towers. 

A special thanks goes to KR9YV and his son for getting 
the remaining two antennas off of the tower at Times Corners. 
One of those was at the 130 ft. level. 


LOANS REPAID: A year ago when WAI1GZY was ready to move to 
Chicago he indicated that he would like to have the ACC 
Controller paid for prior to his move. The controller was on 
loan to Rich by ACC and he felt that we should either buy it 
or return it to ACC. The Advisory Board felt that we should 
keep the controller and in order to purchase it at that time 
it was necessary to borrow the money from the members of the 
Board. This was done with the agreement that the loans would 
be interest free and would be repaid in one year. These loans 
were repaid prior to August 18. 


MONEY: Speaking of money, if you have received a notice from 
WB9UYX and have not sent in your $15 for the coming year 
please do so as soon as possible. We had to spend,a little 
more money during the time of the move in order to keep the 
AUTOPATCH working. We paid to have the new line installed at 
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Parkview and two lines, one at the old site and one at the 
new, for about a month. 


REVERSE PATCH: The question arose not long ago about whether 
it was legal or not for a nonlicensed person to dial the 
reverse patch. When this is done the repeater is triggered 
and "rings" until someone on the air answers it. The question 
is whether the person on the reverse patch is controlling the 
repeater or the HAM who answers the call. This was discussed 
at the last Board meeting and no one seemed to have the 
answer! I suppose that for now the best thing to do is take 
the stand that it is not legal until we can find out for 
sure. 


FT. WAYNE HAMFEST: Before you know it the Ft. Wayne HAMFEST 
will be upon us so don't forget to set aside that weekend for 
spending your money and possibly being winner of one of the 
prizes being given away by A.C.ARTS and by MURPHY this year! 
I'm not sure at this time what the prizes will be but they 
are always worth signing up for! 

The date of the HAMFEST is NOV. 9 so mark it on your 
calendar before you forget. 


Remote Base/Repeater: The latest word from Scott, KASSLN, is 
that the Repeater Coordinator has finally arrived at an 
acceptable operating frequency for the K9YRS/KA9SLN Remote 
Base/Repeater making it a coordinated operation! Just as soon 
as the crystals are received for the new operating frequency 
it will move. As slow as this newsletter is getting out it 
may have moved before you read this! The new frequency will 
be 145.33 MHZ., -600 HZ. The equipment can function as a 
regular 2 Meter repeater but is intended to be used primarily 
as a remote base for HF operation. The HF rig is an ICOM 751 
transceiver operating on all bands from 10 thru 80 Meters. 

You can learn how to use this remote base unit by 
sending a copy of your General or higher license to K9YRS 
with an S.A.S.E. A set of instructions and the necessary 
codes required to operate the base from your 2 Meter H.T. 
will be sent to you. Please note that in order for you to be 
able to operate this equipment by yourself you must have a 
General class license or higher. The address to send your 
license copy to is:

The FCC regulations regarding the use of an Amateur Radio Autopatch 
are very specific and quite simple --it is to be used only for personal 
communications. 


97.110 Business communications prohibited. 


The transmission of business communications by an amateur radio 
station is prohibited except for emergency communications (see 7.3(w)).-. 


97.3 (w) Emergency communications: 


Any amateur radio communication directly relating to the immediate 
safety of life of individuals or the immediate protection of property. 


This means that both ends of the autopatch conversation must: relate 
100% to personal items unless an emergency condition exists. 


THIS MEANS THAT YOU MAY: 
CALL HOME 


CALL A FRIEND (you may call a friend at a business number to 
discuss personal matters). 


CALL CIVIL AUTHORITIES (Police, Fire, Etc.) 
YOU MAY NOT: 


CALL A PRERECORDED COMMERCIAL MESSAGE ( Time & Temperature, 
WGL Weather Line, etc.). 


CALL WORK TO DISCUSS BUSINESS (even reporting late! ) 


CALL ANY BUSINESS PHONE TO DISCUSS BUSINESS (This includes 
motels, restaurants, wrecker and towing services, etc.) 


Be careful about calling numbers that have “Music on Hold" since it 
is also illegal to broadcast music over amateur radio. If you are put on 
hold in such a situation hang up immediately and then call back to try to 
complete your contact.

USING THE 6 METER REMOTE BASE: 


The 6 Meter Remote Base is used to link with the WB9AEI 2 Meter 
repeater in Angola, Indiana on a part time basis and for other 
surrounding repeaters for such things as Swap Nets, etc. 


There are three codes to remember which turn on the receive only 
mode, transmit mode and the command to turn the Remote Base off. The 
codes are only two digits each and are as follows: 

CODE 71 —- INITIATES THE “RECEIVE ONLY" MODE 

CODE 72 - INITIATES THE "TRANSMIT" MODE 


CODE 73 - TURNS THE 6 METER LINK OFF 


NOTE: Remember that the 6 Meter link is NOT a repeater but is a 
transceiver.

The transmission of business communications by an amateur radio 
station is prohibited except for emergency communications (see 7.3(w)). 


97.3 (w) Emergency communications: 


Any amateur radio communication directly relating to the immediate 
safety of life of individuals or the immediate protection of property. 


This means that both ends of the autopatch conversation must 
relate 100% to personal items unless an emergency condition exists. 


THIS MEANS THAT YOU MAY: 


CALL HOME 


CALL A FRIEND (you may call a friend at a business number to 
discuss personal matters). 


CALL CIVIL AUTHORITIES (Police, Fire, Etc.) 


YOU MAY NOT: 


CALL A PRERECORDED COMMERCIAL MESSAGE ( Time & Temperature, 
WGL Weather Line, etc.). 


CALL WORK TO DISCUSS BUSINESS (even reporting late!) 


CALL ANY BUSINESS PHONE TO DISCUSS BUSINESS (This includes 
motels, restaurants, wrecker and towing services, etc.)

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The 6 Meter Remote Base is used to link with the WB9AEI 2 Meter 
repeater in Angola, Indiana on a part time basis and for other 
surrounding repeaters for such things as Swap Nets, etc.

97.110 Business communications prohibited. 


The transmission of business communications by an amateur radio 
station is prohibited except for emergency communications (see 
71.3(w)). 


97.3 (w) Emergency communications: 


Any amateur radio communication directly relating to the immediate 
safety of life of individuals or the immediate protection of property. 


This means that both ends of the autopatch conversation must 
relate 100% to personal items unless an emergency condition exists. 


THIS MEANS THAT YOU MAY: 
CALL HOME 


CALL A FRIEND (you may call a friend at a business 
number to discuss personal matters). 


CALL CIVIL AUTHORITIES (Police, Fire, Etc.) 
YOU MAY NOT: 


CALL A PRERECORDED COMMERCIAL MESSAGE ( Time & 
Temperature, WGL Weather Line, etc.). 


CALL WORK TO DISCUSS BUSINESS (even reporting 
late!) 


CALL ANY BUSINESS PHONE TO DISCUSS BUSINESS (This 
includes motels, restaurants, wrecker and towing 
services, etc.) 


Be careful about calling numbers that have "Music on Hold" since 
it is also illegal to broadcast music over amateur radio. If you are 
put on hold in such a situation hang up immediately and then call back 
to try to complete your contact.

NOTE: Remember that the 6 Meter link is NOT a repeater but is a 
transceiver. When you turn on the transmit mode the 6 Meter transmitter 
does not begin transmitting but is only operational when you press 

the transmit button on your 2 Meter rig. 


WHEN YOU ARE DONE PLEASE REMEMBER TO TURN THE LINK OFF! 


TOUCH TONE PAD TEST: There is a special test feature built into the 
controller which allows you to check your Touch Tone Pad keys for 
correct tones. Depress your PTT and without letting up depress no. 5 
key on the pad and then any or all of the keys on your pad. When you 
release the PTT the controller will read back to you all of the keys 
with correct tones. If it doesn't respond to all of the keys which you 
depressed then you may have a problem. Be sure that you have a strong 
signal into the repeater before conducting this test or you may get 
misleading results! 


BULLETIN BOARDS: There are two bulletin boards which you may monitor 
for local information. 


A. Enter 37 on your Touch Tone Pad to find out what's happening 
on the repeater and in the local HAM community. 
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B. Enter 38 on your Touch Tone Pad to find out when 
the next radio club meetings are.

This USER's GUIDEBOOK provides a review of the FCC rules and 
regulations for using the repeater autopatch, instruction for its use 
and a record of your personal autodial number.

USE OF THE AUTOPATCH: 


The FCC regulations regarding the use of an Amateur Radio 


Autopatch are very specific and quite simple --it is to be used only 
for personal communications. 


97.110 Business coimunications prohibited. 
The transmission of business communications by an amateur radio 


ea is prohibited except for emergency communications (see 
sa Wy ) 


97.3 (w) Emergency communications: 
Any amateur radio communication directly relating to the immediate 
safety of life of individuals or the immediate protection of property. 


This means that both ends of the autopatch conversation must 
relate 100% to personal items unless an emergency condition exists. 


THIS MEANS THAT YOU MAY: 


CALL HOME 

CALL A FRIEND (you may call a friend at a business 
number to discuss personal matters). 

CALL CIVIL AUTHORITIES (Police, Fire, Etc.) 


YOU MAY NOT: 


CALL A PRERECORDED COMMERCIAL MESSAGE ( Time & 
Temperature, WGL Weather Line, etc.). 

CALL WORK TO DISCUSS BUSINESS (even reporting 
late!) 

CALL ANY BUSINESS PHONE TO DISCUSS BUSINESS (This 
includes motels, restaurants, wrecker and towing 
services, etc.) 


Be careful about calling numbers that have "Music on Hold" since 
it is also illegal to broadcast music over amateur radio. If you are 
put on hold in such a situation hang up immediately and then call back 
to try to complete your contact. 


The FCC has ruled that the control of an autopatch call is the 
responsibility of the user Amateur Licensee - not the repeater Control 


Operators or Trustee. It is strongly recommended that if any doubt 


-exists in the user's mind whether or not a call is legal do not make 


the call! This will protect your license! 


USING THE REPEATER AUTOPATCH: 


1. Push the "Push to Talk" on your transmitter 

2. Announce:"(Your call letters) access autopatch" 

3. While still holding the PTT button down enter "*" and the 
telephone number. 

4. Release the PTT button. The repeater announces "Autopatch 
(pause) (reads back the phone number unless unlisted) (pause)". 

5. Push your PTT button for approx. one second during either pause 
to activate the autopatch. If you push the button immediately 
after “"Autopatch" the dialed number will not be announced. 

6. The repeater will transmit a "warble" tone to indicate dialing. 

7. Push the PTT on your transmitter and the "#" button 
simultaneously to turn off the autopatch. 

8. Announce:"(Your call letters) clear autopatch" when your call 
is completed. 


USING THE REPEATER AUTODIAL: 


The procedure for operating the autodial is exactly the same as in 
items 1 through 8 above. 


USING THE EMERGENCY AUTODIAL: 


1. Push the "Push to Talk" on your transmitter 
2. Announce:"(Your call letters) access emergency autodial". 
3. Enter "*" and the appropriate autodial number between 0 and 9. 


(0) --— EMPTY 
(1) -- NOAA Weather Forecast 

(2) -- Weather Service 

(39° == BMPTY 

(4) -- Road Conditions 

(53) == EMPTY. 

UG) == EMPTY 

(7) =- Ind. State Police 

(8) -- Ft. Wayne Police (Non-emergency) 
(9) -- EMERGENCY i! 


4. Release the PTT button. The repeater announces the appropriate 
message (such as "911" for number 9) and automatically dials 
the number. 

5. Push the PTT on your transmitter and the "#" button 
simultaneously to turn off the autopatch. 

6. Announce:"(Your call letters) clear autopatch" when your call 
is completed. 


REVERSE AUTOPATCH: 


The reverse autopatch allows a licensed amateur (Technician Class 
or higher) to dial the repeater from a Touch Tone telephone. Only 
licensed amateurs may use the reverse autopatch. Once again, only 100% 
personal calls are permitted by the FCC.
